T HE latest Council 
action days aimed 
at cracking down 
on litter and 
blitzing graffiti will take 
place on 29 and 30 April in 
Dalston. 

Staff will be on the 
lookout for litterlouts and 
anybody not cleaning up 
their dog’s mess. Offenders 
face a fixed penalty notice 
fine of £80. 


One of the main focuses 
of the days will be on 
cleaning up graffiti and the 
Council’s anti-graffiti team 
will be out in force, with a 
‘cherry picker’ machine to 
get to hard-to-reach spots. 

Local businesses will 
also have the chance to get 
involved in keeping 
Hackney’s streets clean. 
The Council will be giving 
away six graffiti cleaning 
kits donated by the Keep 
Britain Tidy group. 

Dalston isn’t the only 
area that will benefit from 
a cleaning blitz. The action 


days are part of a 
continuing programme 
that sees Council street 
cleaners and enforcement 
teams carry out an intense 
focus on an area three 
times a month. 

Residents have 
repeatedly told the 
Council that cleaner 
streets and tackling graffiti 
is a priority and it has 
responded by intensifying 
resources to improve street 
cleanliness. 

Hackney’s streets have 
become much cleaner, as 
judged by the independent 


group Encams, formerly 
the Keep Britain Tidy 
campaign, who found the 
number of streets failing 
their standards had 
dropped from 46 per cent 
in the first quarter of 2006, 
to nine per cent in the first 
quarter of this year. 

Cllr Alan Laing, Cabinet 
Member for 
Neighbourhoods, said: 
“These action days are just 
part of our constant work 
to keep Hackney’s streets 
clean. We spend more than 
£9million a year doing so 
and residents, visitors and 


businesses all have their 
part to play. 

“The message is clear - 
clean up after yourselves or 
risk a fine. Litter, fly- 
tipping and graffiti won’t 
be tolerated on our streets 
anymore and that’s why in 
the last few months we’ve 
handed out more than 200 
fines for dropping litter.” 

The Council has 
earmarked an extra 
£l.2million to increase 
street sweeping, graffiti 
and fly-poster removal, 
and litter-picking for the 
coming year.

Council Tax frozen for the fourth year running. 

Council Tax cannot be used to subsidise rents, or vice- 
versa - they must be kept separate by law. 

So at the same time as we were freezing the Council Tax, I 
was very concerned by the Government’s decision to set 
housing subsidy levels based on last September’s inflation 
rate which required the Council to raise its rents by that 
amount. 


Following extensive lobbying of ministers, I’m pleased the 
Government has changed its decision and is increasing 
subsidy levels that will allow the Council to cut the rent 
increase to 3 per cent. 

The Council has committed to pass on the full benefit of 
this reduction in rents to residents. This will mean that 
Council tenants will see their rent rise reduced by half of 
what they were expecting to pay - saving them on 
average over £1 20 this year. 

It is not a simple task to change the bills for tens of 
thousands of tenants, but I have asked officers to ensure 
that all tenants are paying the lower rate by the time they 
receive their June rent bill. 

The Council will also make sure that tenants who have 
started paying the higher rate are refunded the difference 
in their June bills. Sorting this out as quickly as possible 
has been a priority, and is just one of the ways the Council 
can help people in these difficult times.

Loan shark fined 

A Hackney-based loan shark has been hit where it hurts - 
his pocket -following a joint operation between Hackney 
and London trading standards teams. 

Noorruddin Moosa Ghanchi, 71 , of Jenner Road, N16, 
pleaded guilty to illegally lending over £136,1 20 during a 
four-and-a-half year period to more than 20 victims. 

In sentencing Ghanchi, His Honour Judge Kennedy, said: 
“Those who lend money illegally cause enormous distress 
to borrowers, which is why civilised societies down the 
ages have restricted money lending and imposed limits on 
the interest charged by those who do.” 

Ghanchi was fined £500 and ordered to pay £2,500 in costs 
when he appeared before Snaresbrook Crown Court on 22 
April. This is the first prosecution brought by the Illegal 
Money Lending Team, set up by the Government last 
January. It was launched in Hackney, Newham and Tower 
Hamlets by London Trading Standards Authorities (LoTSA). 
The undercover team gathers intelligence on money 
lending operations, working with councils, the police and 
other enforcement agencies, to prosecute illegal 
lenders. 

To date, the team has helped more than 
540 victims and prevented the payment 
of illegal loans totalling over 
£1 ,6million. 

Cllr Alan Laing, Cabinet Member 
for Neighbourhoods, said: “Loan 
sharks are criminals who 
exploit vulnerable people. 

People turn to them in a 
crisis, then find that their 
situation is much worse.”

Rent increase is cut in half 


ALL Council tenants will 
pay reduced rent from 
June, after the 
Government changed its 
rent guidance following 
pressure from council 
leaders in London. 

Originally the rent 
increase, set nationally, 
was 6.2 per cent. This was 
agreed by the Government 
at a time of high inflation. 
Since then the economic 
picture has changed and so 


the Government 
announced in March, that 
councils could halve that 
increase. 

Like all local authorities 
however, Hackney had set 
its rents and the decision 
came too late to change 
them in time for the first 
payment dates. 

But it was announced 
this month, that Hackney 
has now approved the 
change and all Council 


tenants will make reduced 
payments from June. The 
initial payment will also be 
refunded. 

Mayor of Hackney, 

Jules Pipe, said: “I 
welcome the change of 
heart from central 
Government. At a time of 
economic uncertainty it is 
important the families 
aren’t put under extra or 
unnecessary financial 
pressure. 


“We are passing on the 
reduced rent payment as 
soon as we can and we’ll 
also refund the over 
payments. 

“Over the course of the 
year this reduction will 
save the average tenant 
over £120.”

Work has started to sink 
2,100 concrete piles up to 
24 metres into the ground 
to form the foundations of 
the International 
Broadcast Centre (IBC) 
and Main Press Centre 
(MPC). 

While competition is 
underway, the centres will 
support 20,000 
broadcasters, 

photographers and 


journalists serving an 
audience of four billion 
worldwide. 

They will also create just 
under 900,000 square feet 
of business space with the 
potential to generate 
thousands of new jobs 
after the Games. 

This summer, work is set 
to begin on the steel frame 
of the IBC, while digging 
the foundations of the 
MPC is due to start later 
this month.

Born in Iran, the 
youngest of nine children, 
his life changed 
dramatically when he 
contracted polio at the age 
of two and was left 
wheelchair bound.

To Amir’s delight, the 
club’s popularity quickly 
grew, and with this, came 
success. “Through word of 
mouth people came from 
all over. We moved up to 
first division and toured the 
world, winning over 50 
tournaments. Some of our 
players went on to 
represent Britain, like Ade 


Adepitan. It was great fun 
and we made friends 
everywhere we went.” 

Things just got better and 
better for the Sparrows, and 
even led Amir to find the 
love of his life. It was at a 
tournament in Poland that 
he met his Russian wife, 
with whom he now has 
three daughters. 

But then a double blow 
fell. International fixtures 
were cancelled because of 
financial problems, and 
Amir developed severe 
post-polio syndrome. “I 
was thinking about giving 
up altogether, but then a 
turning point came. We got 
some new funding, with 
help from the Council’s 
2012 team. Then the 
Paralympic handover 
events last summer helped 
put us back on the map. 

“It is a passion. I want to 
keep it alive.”

A: All plastic bottles can be 
recycled regardless of colour. 

It is estimated that the average 
household uses around 20kg of 
plastic bottles every year, all of 
which could be recycled. 

In Hackney, plastic bottles can 
be placed in the Council’s 
Green Boxes for collection, 
estate recycling bins and in 
street recycling banks. 

The plastic is used to make 
clothing such as fleeces, 
materials for the construction 
industry, such as pipes, and 
outdoor furniture including 
park benches and road signs.

cent of Britain’s household 
batteries are recycled, but 
regulations that come into 
force later this year, will 
require 25 per cent to be 
recycled by 2012, rising to 
45 per cent by 2016. 

Although it is the battery 
producers’ responsibility 
to set up recycling 
schemes, the Council is 
supporting the drive to 
increase recycling by 
launching the first 
collection points 
in Hackney. 

The eight 
new, multi- 
coloured 
recycling bins 
can be found 
at libraries 




across the borough. Once 
collected, the battery 
components will be 
used in the steel 
manufacturing 
process, and to make 
more batteries.

PAY and display parking 
metres are now greener 
following the arrival of the 
most effective solar- 
powered technology on 
the market. 

More than 40 per cent 
of machines in the 
borough are now the new 
eco-friendly ones. 

The remainder will be 
replaced by the greener 


machines, as and when 
older models wear out. 

Together, the machines 
already installed will save 
almost 130,000 kilowatts 
in energy each year, and 
cut the Council’s carbon 
dioxide footprint by 56 
tonnes - the equivalent of 
43 flights from London to 
New York. And they will 
save on energy bills. 


The new machines are 
more efficient to maintain, 
requiring just one battery 
change a year, compared 
to as many as one a month 
for older models. 

Installing them also 
requires much less 
foundation digging, and 
does not require the same 
electrical works that 
mains-powered units need.

BRITISH Waterways is 
asking residents to keep a 
count of the birds, bugs 
and beasts they spot in the 
borough between now 
and October. 

The results of the sixth 
annual study will give 
ecologists a clearer picture 
of what species live where, 


and how they can be 
protected. 

This year’s survey has a 
special focus on protecting 
bumblebees, which often 
find a home near rivers 
and canals. 

Dr Ben Darvill, director 
of the Bumblebee 
Conservation Trust, said: 
“Three of Britain’s 25 
native species of 
bumblebee are now 


nationally extinct and a 
further six are at crisis 
point. 

“With the rapid 
destruction of bee-friendly 
habitats such as fields, 
canals and riverbanks are 
playing an important role 
in supporting the survival 
of bumblebees.”

REAL East End twin sisters Nicola Collins and 
Teena opened the festival at the Rio with their 
first film, a hard-hitting account of the lives of 
their ‘gangster’ father and his criminal friends. 
Shot in documentary style, this series of back- 
to-back exclusive interviews gives a unique 
understanding of what it meant in real terms to 
live in the East End after the Second World War. 
Extreme poverty - and later the desire to rule - 
drives people to violence, and even murder, 
creating a strict, yet lawless sub-culture. 
Retribution and respect are everyday 


necessities for those who want to get ahead, 
and family values are held high. 

There’s a plausible sadness when people 
recount their lost youth in prison, and the 
realisation that, however much they might want 
to move on, they are trapped - once a gangster, 
always a gangster.

Snozzcumbers and Frobscottle! The 
Wonderful World of Roald Dahl and Quentin 
Blake, 2 May- 6 Sept, V&A Museum of 
Childhood, E2 

HOW exactly do you bring to life a seaside 
conference of women hell-bent on ridding the 
world of children? Or, for that matter, a crocodile 
who has set his heart of devouring them? 

This new exhibition on Roald Dahl and Quentin 
Blake looks at how an illustrator works with an 
author and the difficulties and problems that 
may arise. 

Dahl died in 1 990. But his stories, populated by 
gruesome adults and monsters vaquished by 


brave children and diminutive animals, have 
endured. 

Blake says: “There is something magical about 
Roald Dahl's books. I like them because 
although the characters are very unreal, they're 
strangely true to life as well. For example, the 
awful people are much more horrible than real 
people - yet rather like them too.” 

As well as a chance to get a look at Blake’s 
original illustrations, the exhibition has an 
interactive side, with displays including Dahl’s 
sandal that inspired the BFG’s footwear; a 
replica of his cave with Snozzcumbers, 
Frobscottle and dream catchers; audio of Dahl 
telling his tales; and a film of Blake at work in 
his studio in London.

Housing Benefit 

This helps people on a low 
income pay their rent.

Direct Debit 

If you have a bank account, you 
can pay your Council Tax by Direct 
Debit. It is a convenient and easy 
method of payment and has the 
advantage of spreading your 
payments over a maximum of 12 
months.You will have a choice of 
four different instalment dates - 
1st, 14th, 21st or 28th of the month. 

Single Person’s Discount

Green door to a fresh perspective 


THE Green Door project 
is for 13 to 25-year-olds 
who are questioning their 
sexuality, gender identity, 
or identify as lesbian, gay, 
bisexual or transgender 
(LGBT). 

Contrast caught up with 
some members of the 
Hackney based project to 
find out more. 

Sarah said: “Before I 
came to the project, I 
wasn’t comfortable with 
being a lesbian. I didn’t 
even identify as LGBT 


because of my upbringing. 
I thought queer people 
didn’t exist. 

“Having a role model 
when society is telling you 
that what you’re doing is 
wrong is incredibly 
important. It made me see 
it’s possible to be who I am 
and succeed.” 

Sarah added: “You don’t 
have to be sure that you 
are trans, lesbian, gay or 
bisexual. If you’re 
questioning anything you 
should come along to a 


session. Think of the Green 
Door as an open place 
where you can explore 
who you are. 

“The best thing is the 
support you get, not just 
from the staff, but from 
each other. It’s like another 
family: we have home- 
cooked meals together and 
discussions over the diner 
table. There is a sense of 
security. If you’re not out 
at work, school or college 
it is a struggle. The Green 
Door can be the only place 


you can relax and be 
yourself.”

C ancer survivor 

Trisha Goddard is 
calling on 
Hackney women 
to take advantage of a life 
saving breast screening 
service in the borough. 

The TV presenter has 
lent her support to a 
nationwide drive to get 
more women, aged 
between 50 and 70, to go 


for a free check-up every 
three years. 

Trisha discovered she 
had breast cancer after a 
routine screening in 2008. 
She said: “My husband, 
my kids, my friends are all 
thankful I took a few 
minutes to have that 
mammogram. That few 
minutes probably saved 
my life. You’d have to be 
mad not to take up the 
offer of a free opportunity 
that could save yours.” 

The chance of getting 
breast cancer increases as 


women get older and is 
most common in the over 
50s. That’s why all women 
aged between 50 and 70 
are invited to a breast 
screening appointment 
every three years. 
Invitation letters will be 
going out in Hackney 
between now and January 
2010. Anna Garner from 
NHS City and Hackney, 
added: “Screening can 
detect most breast cancers 
at an earlier stage when 
there is a good chance of 
recovery.” 


Each year around 1,400 
lives are saved through 
screening. The City and 
Hackney unit is at St 
Leonard’s Hospital, 
Hoxton, but residents can 
attend units at Whipps 
Cross, Mile End, Barts 
and the London hospitals.

Free cancer prescriptions 


CANCER patients can 
receive all their 
prescriptions for free, it 
was announced this 
month. 

Hackney residents will 
be among the 150,000 
people nationwide 
expected to benefit from 
the Government scheme. 

From 1 April, cancer 
patients do not have to 
pay for any prescriptions, 
even those unrelated to 
treating the disease, which 
could save them around 


£100 a year. To take 
advantage of the scheme, 
patients need to apply for 
a five-year exemption 
certificate. 

This will remain valid 
even if the patient is 
declared free of cancer 
during that period. The 
certificates can also be 
renewed as many times as 
necessary. 

The Government plans 
to extend the exemption to 
all patients with long-term 
conditions, such as heart 


disease, asthma and 
arthritis. Public Health 
Minister, Dawn Primarolo, 
said: “This new scheme 
gives people living with 
cancer one less worry at 
such a difficult time. 
Everyone undergoing 
treatment for cancer, the 
effects of cancer, or the 
effects of cancer treatment 
is entitled to free 
prescriptions.” 

Patients can apply for an 
exemption certificate by 
asking their doctor for the

application form, 
countersigned by a GP, 
hospital or service doctor.

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A woman’s 
place in his

I T’S 250 years since the 
birth of an East End 
woman now considered 
a forerunner of feminist 
thought. 

Mary Wollstonecraft, 
author of ‘Vindication Of 
The Rights Of Woman’, 
was born in east London in 
1759. 

She spent her early life 
moving around with her 
family to Essex, 

Yorkshire, London and 
Wales. Then in 1783, 
having left home, 

Mary opened a day- 
school in 

Newington Green 
with her two sisters 
and best friend. 

In his memoirs, 
written after Mary’s 
death, her husband 
William Godwin 
remarks: “Here Mary 
formed some 
acquaintances who 
influenced the future 
events of her life. 

“The first of these, in her 
own estimation, was Dr 
Richard Price, well known 
for his political and 
mathematical calculations, 
and universally esteemed by 
those who knew him, for 
the simplicity of his 
manners, and the ardour of 
his benevolence.” 

At the time, Newington 
Green boasted a substantial 
community of dissenters, 
centred on the church, 
which first opened in 1708. 
(It is now the oldest non- 
conformist church still in 
use in London.) 

Along with religious 
dissent, the area was also a 
hotbed of radical social and 
political thought, and Dr 
Price was a leading figure in 


this. As well as preaching at 
Newington Green from 
1758 until 1783, he was 
also a preacher at the 
Gravel Pit Chapel in 
Hackney from 1770 to 
1791. Price was a supporter 
of the American War of 
Independence in 1776 and 
knew many of the 
important figures in 
American politics of the 
period, including Benjamin 


Franklin, Thomas Jefferson 
and John Adams, who 
attended the Gravel Pit 
Meeting House while he 
and his family were in 
London in 1785. 

The school Mary opened 
with her friend and sisters, 
only lasted until 1786, but 
her influence on the area 
was profound. Mary left 
Newington Green, and 
embarked on a life as a 
writer. Her first book, 


Thoughts On The 
Education Of Daughters’, 
was published by Joseph 
Johnson in 1787, after 
which she was employed to 
write for Johnson’s 
Analytical Review. 

She was inspired - 
following an attack on the 
French Revolution by 
Edmund Burke - to write 
4 Vindication Of The Rights 
Of Men’, published in 
1790. Despite her support 
for the revolution, she also 
felt there was an inequality 
in the emphasis on the 
rights of men alone. The 
result was ‘Vindication 
Of The Rights of 
Woman’, published in 
1792. 

It became an 
instant bestseller, 
translated into 
French and German, 
and published in 
America in 1793. 
Mary died in 1797, 
following the birth of 
her second daughter, 
also called Mary. At the 
time, she was writing her 
final work, ‘Maria, or The 
Wrongs of Woman’. Her 
daughter later married the 
poet Percy Shelley and went 
on to write the classic 
horror story, ‘Frankenstein’.

centuries.

Rupert Bentley walls, Tree Officer 
talks about his life-long passion 


RUPERT says he knew that 
he wanted to work with trees 
from the age of 12. 

After leaving school at 1 6, he 
started at a company in his 
native Suffolk, training in tree 
surgery, forestry, planting and 
landscaping before studying 
at colleges in Surrey and 
Lincoln. By his early 20s he 
was working as a freelance 
tree surgeon in Britain and 
overseas in France and 
Germany. 

A fall from a tree in his mid- 
20s, in which he ruptured 
four discs and fractured five 
vertebrae, put him out of 
action for a year. He said: “My 


whole life came literally 
crashing down.” 

After four months studying 
for a degree in economics 
and environmental studies, 
he went back to his first love 
- trees. He worked as a tree 
surveyor in Bury St Edmonds, 
Suffolk, and from there 
moved on to several local 
authorities in and around 
London before taking up his 
current job in Hackney four 
years ago. 

Now 42, he said: “My job’s 
now more planning and 
orchestrating things, but I like 
to roll my sleeves up and get 
stuck in when lean.”

There are around 8,500 
so-called ‘street trees’ in 
the borough - mixing 
indigenous varieties such 
as London Planes, birch 
and rowan with non- 
native species including 
American clerodendrons 
and snowy mespilus. 
Planting takes place 
between October and 
April, and the rest of the 
year is given over to 
maintenance. 

Rupert said: “The first 
three to four years of a 
tree’s life are very 
important. Trees have to 
adjust to a harsh 
environment. It’s about 
five degrees warmer in 
London than outside, 
there’s lots of pollution 
and light reflection, let 
alone what they are 
planted in - there is base 


rubble underneath and not 
a lot of soil.” 

When an area is being 
considered for planting, 
residents are consulted and 
invited to take part as tree 


carers - carrying out 
simple tasks such as 
watering. Rupert said: 
“They are our eyes and 
ears, and are very 
important.”
